PRINCIPAL TOWNS 

Particulars of births and deaths recorded for the Principal 
Towns, i.e. the fourteen largest towns at the date of the 1971 
Census are given in Table 1. The figures for deaths shown in 
respect of each town relate to persons who normally resided in 
that town. Similarly only the figures for births to mothers 
normally residing in each town are given in Table 1. Deaths 
classified by age and cause are shown in Table 2. 


The number of births recorded during the period to persons 
normally residing in the principal towns was 1,517 of which 772 
were boys and 745 were girls. 


The number of deaths recorded of persons normally residing in 
the principal towns was 991 of which 723 were over 65 years of age. 
Of these deaths 182 were due to malignant neoplasms, 43 were due to 
tuberculosis, 1 to influenza, 1 to measles and 1 to gastro-enteritis, 
Transport accidents caused 3 deaths. 


There were 25 deaths recorded of infants under 1 year. Of these 
14 were under 7 days and 3 were in the age group 7-27 days. 


The total number of births recorded during the period in respect 
of the principal towns was 4,611 of which 2,363 were boys and 2,248 
were girls. Of these 1,056 boys and 1,031 girls were registered in 
Dublin County Borough. 


The total number of deaths recorded in respect of the principal 
towns was 1,520 of which 783 were registered in Dublin County Borough.

The total number of births recorded during the week in 
respect of the principal towns was 1,508 of which 712 were boys 
and 796 were girls. Of these 257 boys and 285 girls were 
registered in Dublin County Borough. 


The total number of deaths recorded in respect of the principal 
towns was 516 of which 286 were registered in Dublin County Borough.
